The levee sec- 
tion of the ward also provided its 
usual quota of lesser brawls, with fists, 
rocks 
aud clubs 
as wcapors and 


whisky as the accessory in every case. 
There were disturbances among the 
Italians of the nineteenth ward, where 
the aldennanic contestants strove with 
beer, whisky and money to influence 
the voting-. 


Fist fights ami ejections of trespass- 


ers from the polling places by the po- 
lice were reported iu the second, eigh- 
teenth and twenty-second wards. 


The police quickly restored order 


whenever an outbreak occurred, and on 
the whole, considering- the bitterness 
of the fight against "gang-" aldermen, 
the election was not a discreditable 
one. 
The open violation of the law 


against saloons selling liquor during 
the voting hours made most of the 
trouble for the police. 


The most serious outbreak occurred 


in the levee district near the polling 
place at 40(t Dearborn street. 
Joseph 


Orogan, a clerk for the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois railroad, who was not 
in any way connected with the rioters, 
was shot in the leff,and the bones were 
BO shattered that amputation may be 
necessary. He was going to his office 
when a (rang of colored and white men 
engaged in a fight and half a thousand 
of the same class of men were quickly 
on the spot. Au unknown colored mau 
drew a revolver and fired six bullets 
into the mob, one of them striking 
Grogan, who fell to the side walk. The 
fighters and the man who used the gun 
were persued by officers but all es- 
caped. 


At the same place the factions work- 


ing for "Bath House John" Cougblio, 
the present alderman, and Qeorge H. 
Williams, his opponent, came in con- 
flict with fists and revolvers, one man 
receiving several stunning blows with 
a weapon. A riot call was turned in 
by the officers on duty and numerous 
arrests were made. 


Close upon this disturbance came 


another ia the same part of the ward. 
Sol Van Fragg, a deputy United States 
marshal, -who is a character in the 
ward, was attacked by a gang of 
Coughlin heelers and a Williams crowd 
rushed to the rescue, precipitating a 
free fight in which shots were • fired, 
No one was hit and the police captured 
two of the shooters, 
. The first' bloodshed was just after 
the opening of the polls at 192 Wash- 
ington street. Wm. Martin, a Wil- 
liams worker, shot Wm. Hickey, a 
Coughliu man, in the arm, and the 
trouble led to a small riot. The police 
arrested Hickey, and a gang of im- 
ported sluggers tried to rescue him.

increase made thi> machine unmanage- 
able in high winds. 


He therefore constructed adoiible ap-

The lower surface was similar to tha 
ones with which he had already mode 
such notable successes, while the upper 
one was without any disturbing influ- 
ences whatever, crcatiiigouly a vertical 
lifting force.

often reached positions in the air high- 
er than his sturting point. 


At such points he has often come to 


a standstill for some time, so that he 
r.'as iiblo to tulle with the men on thu 
ground below him. He says that he 
can feel plainly that lie could remain 
float ing1 If he could lean to one aide 
r.ncl describe a circle, making' use of the 
force of the wind behind him, but that 
he has never been .able to pet far enough 
from the hill at a sufficient altitude to 
be able to rlo this with safety. 


Samuel Cabot describes in the Annual 


a device which he is constructing1 for 
propulsion by aerial screws. It is es- 
pecially designed for using the force 
of the legs as in a bicycle, but may 
also be applied to an explosion engine 
or mortar, using the reciprocatin 
movement of the piston much aa the 
foot is applied to the pedal of a wheel.
